Last Friday it was our privilege | 


to visit the Raymond Beet Sugar 


Factory and vicinity. Being rather 


anxious to determine the degree « 


prosperity soon to visit our 


district we set out to get the facts 
as tar as possible pertaining to the 
rowing ot this sugar producing 
beet. We were fortunate in haviig 
as our host an Elevator man who 
besides acting in the capacity ot 
general “Shock Absorber” for the 
district .evidently gains consider- 
able knowledge of the farmers act- 
ivities. We mention a few salient 
facts among the many secured. 

‘The wire worm, sand storm and 
frost were listed as the chief en- 
einies of the sugar beet Despite 
the onslaugnis from one or more 
ol these this past year the districi 
produced slightly over 12 tons per 
acre which sold at 7 dollars per 
ton while the cost of production 
Was approximacty e* recorded 1” 
the Standard ot lust week. 

The beet workers too, who do 
most of the caring for the beets. 
evidently tind it lucrative. We were 
informed that many of them were 


taking trips this winter to the Old | 


Land, which under the present ec | 
onomic conditions seemed to us|
